FOREWORD 

With  the  ever  increasing  popularity  of  the 
Avocado  as  a food  product,  its  consumption 
has  become  more  pronounced  each  year 
until  today  the  supply  is  found  to  be  in- 
adequate to  supply  the  demand. 

Primarily  the  Avocado  was  imported  from 
Mexico,  South  America  and  other  tropical 
climates  and  its  delicacies  were  practically 
unknown  save  to  the  fortunate  few  whose 
finances  could  afford  the  luxury.  Later  ex- 
periment in  Florida  proved  that  climate  ap- 
plicable to  its  culture  and  from  the  experi- 
ment a new  industry  was  born  to  the  state 
rising  in  such  strides  that  it  bids  fair  to 
lead  the  state  in  agricultural  activities. 

Conducive  to  its  semi-tropical  climate, 
California  next  gained  favor  with  the  in- 
dustry and  owing  to  the  enormous  success 
attained  by  those  who  specialized  in  its 
development,  as  in  Florida,  it  is  taking  its 
place  foremost  as  one  of  the  horticultural 
possibilities  of  the  state. 

Climatic  conditions  play  an  important 
part  in  the  successful  development  of  the 
Avocado  and  in  Encinitas  we  find  the  equal 
climate  so  desirable  in  the  culture  of  pro- 
tropical  vegetation.  Encinitas  is  some  30 
miles  from  San  Diego,  agreeably  located 
as  to  enjoy  natural  protection  against 
frosts  and  the  chilling  temperature  of  the 
ocean,  not  too  cold  or  too  hot. 

Nurseries  have  been  erected  on  the 
acreage  where  the  valuable  and  helpful 
knowledge  gained  by  authorities  in  the 
development  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
those  interested  and  every  assistance  that 
will  further  the  success  of  the  undertaking 
is  being  exerted,  it  being  our  intention  to 
make  this  particular  district  the  most  pro- 
ductive, most  profitable  and  most  desirable 
in  the  entire  state. 


THE  AVOCADO 

Numerous  inquiries  find  their  way  to  our 
offices  regarding  the  Avocado,  its  uses, 
methods  of  development,  etc. 

The  Avocado,  sometimes  commonly  called 
the  “Alligator  Pear,”  is  a pro-tropical  fruit 
unlike  any  other  fruit  grown  and  possesses 
a flavor  peculiarly  its  own,  which  is  neither 
sweet  nor  acid. 

It  is  rich  in  food  value,  being  the  only 
fruit  to  contain  on  an  average  of  20%  oil  or 
fat  of  easily  digested  form.  The  statistical 
analysis  of  the  Avocado  lends  proof  that 
nature  has  ordained  in  the  Avocado  all  the 
essential  elements  required  to  build,  repair 
and  sustain  human  life. 

As  a food  value  the  Avocado  averages 
1000  calories  and  is  equal  pound  for  pound 
in  ability  to  sustain  life,  with  lean  meat. 

As  a diet  the  Avocado  stands  unchal- 
lenged peer  as  the  comparative  analysis 
below  will  show.

LOCATION 

Our  superb  tract  is  located  in  the  Santa 
Fe  and  San  Dieguito  irrigation  district  in 
San  Diego  County,  100  miles  south  of  Los 
Angeles  and  about  thirty-five  miles  north  of 
San  Diego.  Is  on  the  state  highway  and  the 
Santa  Fe  Railway,  affording  excellent  ship- 
ping transportation  to  Los  Angeles  markets. 

Observations  on  the  behavior  of  the  Avo- 
cado in  California  indicate  that  it  thrives  on 
a wide  range  of  soils.  But  it  has  been  found 
that  it  thrives  best  on  the  medium  textured 


soils  on  a gentle  slope  as  to  afford  ample 
drainage.  Atmospheric  humidity  is  a.  prime 
factor  of  importance  as  is  evidenced  by  the 
behavior  in  various  parts  of  the  state.  Ex- 
periment has  proven  that  greater  results 
have  been  obtained  in  the  costal  regions. 

Encinitas  possesses  the  ideal  climatic  lo- 
cation for  the  development  of  the  Avocado 
on  account  of  the  evenly  distributed  tem- 
perature and  possesses  the  pro-tropical  con- 
ditions conducive  to  its  hardy  culture  and 
in  this  coastal  region  is  found  the  best 
specimens  of  the  fruit. 

WATER 

Our  water  supply  is  furnished  from  Lake 
Hodges,  'which  is  one-half  mile  wide  and 
eight  miles  long,  impounding  thirty-seven 
thousand  seven  hundred  acre  feet  of  water, 
allowing  one  acre  of  foot  of  water  for  each 
acre  of  land. 


SOIL 

The  soil  is  of  a rich  sandy  black  and  clay 
loam,  retains  moisture  exceptionally  well 
and  is  especially  well  adapted  for  the  culti- 
vation of  the  avocado. 

HOME  SITE 

As  a home  site,  Avocado  Acres  cannot  be 
equalled,  with  its  beautiful  outlook  over  the 
picturesque  surroundings  landscape  of  val- 
leys, mountains  and  sea. 

CLIMATE 

The  climate  is  practically  uniform  in  tem- 
perature the  entire  year  through  and  is  free 
from  the  chilling  winds  and  frosts  that 
prove  so  disastrous  to  semi-tropical  fruits 
and  vegetation.

Maintenance  costs  are  ofttimes  re- 
duced materially  by  many  growers  who 
plant  rhubarb  or  other  winter  vegetables 
between  the  rows  of  Avocado  trees.  Rhu- 
barb is  grown  quite  successfully  and  finds 
a ready  market  at  all  times.  A nine  acre 
patch  of  rhubarb  grown  between  rows  of 
Avocado  trees  netted  its  owner  about

“That  the  Avocado  has  come  to  stay  as  an 
important  crop  in  California  is  assured  be- 
yond a doubt.  With  the  ever  increasing 
land  values,  especially  in  the  more  cli- 
matically favored  portions  of  the  state, 
crops  yielding  high  gross  returns  per  acre 
must  be  grown.  As  population  becomes 
more  and  more  dense  the  tonnage  of  food 
produced  per  acre  must  likewise  increase; 


the  food  value  of  the  fruit  and  its  poten- 
tially high  production  per  acre  are  sufficient 
reasons  to  justify  its  place  in  California 
agriculture.  The  demand  for  the  fruit  at 
the  present  time  greatly  exceeds  the  supply 
even  at  the  high  prices  asked. 

In  estimating  the  revenue  of  an  Avocado 
crop,  the  bulletin  states  that  the  develop- 
ment of  the  industry  will  net  about  $2280 
per  acre,  which  is  a low  estimate,  and  states 
that  from  any  angle  the  product  is  judged 
from,  the  Avocado  culture  in  California 
promises  to  be  a profitable  one.
